8 .—In weather more suited to foot 
b all with a cold b reeze whipping 
through the park, the Cub s and 
Athletics b attled today in the first 
game of the 1929 wolrd’s series. 
The home field of the National 
League champions was filled to its 
estimated capacity of 50,000 fans, 
b undled in furs and overcoats, for 
the opening struggle b etween two 
of the most colorful club s in b ase­ 
b all. 
It was a duel of right lianders at 
the getaway b ut the veteran Connie 
Mack sprang a surprise b y select­ 
ing his 35 y ear old veteran Howard 
Ehmke to oppose Charley Root, Joe 
McCarthy ’s choice. 
Root is the National League’s 
leading flinger b ut Ehmke has not 
b een among the A’s regular twlrlers 
at any stage of the season, acting 
mostly in a relief role and pitching 
only ab out a half dozen complete 
games. 
He was chosen in prefer­

and

THE PROPOSED SUGAR TARIFF 


Col. J . M. Tarafa, president of the 
Cuban Cooperative Ex port agency , say s, 
in The Review of Reviews, that if the 
American congress adopt the tariff rate 
of 2.20 cents a pound on Cuban sugar 
the economic ruin of Cuba will be accom­ 
plished, 
destroy ing 
America’s 
fourth 
greatest foreign market and aggravating 
Latin-American distrust. 
He 
points out 
that the island republic absorbs more 
than a half billion dollars worth of ex ­ 
ports from the United States annually . 
'‘The ability of the Cuban people to ab­ 
sorb imports from the United States de­ 
pends wholly upon the success of their 
sugar crops, and if the American govern­ 
ment should adopt a policy which de­ 
presses, discoprages and damages the 
sugar industry o f Cuba, it will not only 
violate 
the 
historkal ^ relationship be­ 
tween the two countries, but will in addi­ 
tion take away * from American industry 
' a market for American products which, 
nex t to England, France and Canada, was 
the large American market in the world. 
Moreover, thè Cuban sugar industry , 
w^hich has been dreadfully depressed for 
several y ears, will actually face bank­ 
ruptcy .” 
Col. Tarafa argues that J f insular pos­ 
sessions of the' tfnìtèd States are given 
thk 
ex cessive, « protection, 
Porto 
Rico, 
Hawaii and the Philippines will greatly 
increase their protection. 
The inference 
here is that sugar producers, beet and 
cane, in continental United States will not 
receive the protection the tariff makers 
say they will get. 
Wages in Porto Rico 
and the Philippines are lower than they 
are in Cuba. Cuba would be in distress, 
and American sugar consumers would 
pay about $8 5,000,000 a y ear more than 
they have been T>ay ii^. 
The effect of this situation on Latin - 
American peoples is in an other category', 
but it is german e. There can be n o d oubt 
that if the American 
con gress 
crow-d s 
d ow^n on the islan d republic all Latin - 
American s will be d ubious about these 
American protestation s of good will an d 
fair play. 
There is n o escape from this 
con clusion .

EUROPE AND THE GREEK STATES 


Among interesting commentaries upon 
M. Briand’s dream of a United States of 
Europe is that of a Swiss contributor to 
the London Spectator. He is not optimis­ 
tic, and points out that Europe bears 
about the same relation to America that 
the Greek states bore to Rome, points out 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
He say s: 
“ On the one hand, a con­ 
geries of tiny states, depositors of all the 
humanities and culture of their day , but 
heavily burdened 
with 
the baneful in­ 
heritance of traditional rivalries and hat­ 
reds; on the other hand, a single mighty 
organism, still relatively uncultured and 
crude, ever growing in power and riches, 
absorbing and assimilating all to itself.” 
Such were the Greek stales to Rome in 
the second century B. C., and such are, in 
his opinion, the states of Europe and 
America. 
Continuing 
this 
interesting 
parallel, he say s: 
“ If the Greek states 
could have united against this common 
rival the course of history might have 
been quite different. 
But Greece coiftd 
never unite; she carried the seeds of dis­ 
sension in her bones from centuries back. 
She started not one but two leagues of na­ 
tions, the Achean and the Atolian. They 
quarreled between themselves and thus 
complicated matters still further. 
She 
was a thorn in the flesh of Rome, just as 
we shall very soon be a thorn in the flesh 
of America. 
At length Rome’s patience 
was at an end, and she made a Roman 
province of the lot.” 
There lies against this argument the 
greater civilization of modern Europe. 
The writer admits 
this 
when he say s: 
“ The world has changed since the day s of 
the Greeks. 
We are possessed of means 
of communication which beggar all the 
dreams of society . Civilization is fast be* 
coming standardized. 
Wc are all inter­ 
ested in the same thin^, play the same 
games, wear the same clothes, dance to 
the same tunes and listen to the same con­ 
certs and lectures. 
These are circum­ 
stances unprecedented in history . Surely 
mankind will react to them in some un­ 
precedented way . This is what Mr. Nor-, 
man Angell thinks and hopes, and we 
heartily share that hope.” 
Nevertheless, the parallel is impres­ 
sive. It is true of the peoples of modem 
Europe that the seeds of dissension are in 
their bones, and it is hard to believe they 
can be bred out. Let us hope they can.
